TE OIN'PELLECTUAL. VALUE OF THE STUDY OF -HEBREW. 

The Report oft Ter Majesty’s Inspector upon the recent examination of the 
Westminster Jews’ Free School, which we published last week, contained the 
following significant sentence: “I am convinced that the mental quality of 
the scholars in beth departments here is much ratsed by the study of a second 
language, the Hebrew.” Phe words ought to be written in letters of gold, and 
exiibited in a prominent place in every Jewish house. They throw quite a 
different leht upon the value of Hebrew studies from that in which so many 
Jowish parents regard it. It is only too notorious that Jewish children are allowed 
to treat the study of the sacred language with increasing neglect, and that the 
tine it absorbs is frequently considered ill-epent because it interferes with the 


cultivation of more important branches of knowledge. ‘We are not concerned 


now to point out how mistaken this notion is from the Jewish and. religious 
poiut of view. We are anxious to draw the attention of those whom it may 
concern to the fact that it is equally a mistake. from the utilitarian stand- 
point. We have it on the authority 6f one most capable of pronouncing an 


to be swayed by any sentimental prepossessions in dealing with this particular 
question, that the study of Hebrew, as a second language, conduces to the 
intellectual advantage of school-children. If this be so, then it must be an 
error to grudge the time which Jewish children devote to this subject.

Formerly, privileged members had the right of bunalin a selected part of 
the cemetery. This invidious distinction has been rightly abolished for some 
years. Precedence in synagogue is not strictly adhered to, especially in Western 
synagogues ; In fact, nothing of importance remains but the right of serving ag. 
local officers, members of the local committees, and as representatives at the 
Council. It would be well for the delegates to consider the disadvantages 
of levelling up the general body of seatholders to ‘qualification for these 
posts. There are members of the community who have neglected to have 
their sons initiated into the Covenant. Again, there are-those who jiave inter. 
married with non-Jews, or who have committed other grave offences which 
should disqualify thein from admission to the governing body of the synagogue, 
but not to the privilege of holding a seat in synagogue and thus joining their 
brethren in public worship, The Berkeley Street Cougregation refuses to let 
seats to such persons, who are thereby entirely estranged from the community. 
Should the distinction between privileged and = non-privileged members be 
abolished, a similar course must be adopted at all the synagogues in the Union. 

It would be a wiser course to keep up a slight barrivr at the door of the 
Vestry-room rather than at the door of the synagogue. It is intended to retain 
the rights of existing privileged members; why not, theretore, leave well 
alone, reduce the fee of admission to a fixed sum, say ten shillings, so that 
all who wish and who have the right to govern can enter freely, but do not 
compel an inquiry into the characters or into the domestic arrangements of those 
who apply for seats in the different synagogues,

SKETCHES OF THE PR ISENT CONDITION OF THE JEWS 
OF JERUSALEM—X1, 
SCHOOLS AND MINOR COMMUNAL INSTITUD IONS, 

_Tte Schools of Jerusalem, speaking, of course, only of those of our own 
community, do not merit any high degree of praise. Dans le royaume des 
aveugles le borgne est roi,and, pethaps, the best of them is the Blumenthal School 
—|"¥ WT (the Searchers of Zion)—cstablished in 1865 by the late Mr. Joseph 
Biumenthal, of Parie, which, since his death, is’ chiefly supported by foreign 
It isa day school, now containing fifty-eight children 
aged from ten to fifteen years—all being boys. The Bible and Talmud, and read- 
ing and writing in Arabic and’‘Hebrew are tanght. The children are nearly all 
orphans, and those living in the city are annually clothed et the expense of the 
school. There are five class rooms, all well ventilated and quite clean, at the time 
of my visit, which, however, was nade by invitation

The writing, both in Arabic and Hebrew was, as usual, marvellously good, but 
I fancy that rather too much impertance is given, throughout the Bast, to this 
merely mechanical accomplishinent. The children sang songs, in Arabic, with 
harmonious effect, the words, being the composition of the teavher, Mr. Joseph 
Blank.

The “ Liimel” School was endowed with a capital of 50,090 florins by Mr. 
Liimel, of Vienna, at the instigation of the Judwo- Austrian poet, Ludwig August 
hraenkel, who was struck, as are all conscientious visitors to Jerusalem, with the 
terribly backward state of Jewish education inthe Holy Land) The annual interest, 
amounting to two thousand florins is expended on the school, with some additions 
from the widow of the late founder. In spite of the bribe of thirty francs 2h 
month divided amongst the boys, as an inducement for them to attend, the 
contra-educational influences at work in Jerusalem are lc ssening the number of 
pupils, now averaging from forty to fifty. Mr. Rosenberg, the intelligent head- 
master, has complained, concerning this,to Count Cabourga, the Austrian Consul 


-in whose care the school is, asking him to intervene with such of the parents as 


may be Austrian subjects. Elebrew and Arabic are taught in this day school, and 


five of the boys learn German, one, whom I examined, being very far advanced. 
The school room is inadequate, and is in a bad state of repair. 


The Evelina Rothschild Sehool for girls entirely supported by 


Rothschild family, at an annual expenditure of £120, There was, formerly, a 


boys’ school, but since the death of Mr, Albert Cohn, it has been given up. The: 
; school ie next to the Rothschild Hospital and is, at present, installed in premises 
quite unsuitable for a school, which, I beliove. are only. temporary.

The Grosvenor Gallery. show of pictures is not only beyond the average, 
but is, in itself, a really fine selection, reflecting infinite credit on the judgment - 
of Sir Coutts Lindsay. This admirable result of an individual selection perhaps 
tends to show that absolute despotism might be found more satisfactory than 
the Jury system of the Royal Academy—satisfactory to the public rather than to 
the artists, for the complaints of the rejected will never cease whilst there are | 
rejected in the land, There is more idealisia at the Grosvenor, and a better” 
selection of subjects and, this year, there ig less of the mistaken archaism which _ 
is so grave and so hnrtful a manifestation of eccentricity and misapplied talent.

out France, but in many parts of the Continent, and which, happily, have been 
preserved in a collection published by the composer a few years ago. — He tike- 
wise resuscitated, by setting it according to modern notation, the beautiful music 
of Rossi, which, but for M. Naumbourg, wonld never again have seen the light. 

In 1875, a translation of the interesting and erudite preface to the collection of 
‘ancient and modern. music published by M. Nanmbourg, appeared: in these 
columns under the sanction of the author. In private life he was highly esteemed,
